Frank Lloyd Wright amazed the world with his architec- 
tural ingenuity and continues to do so even today. Dur- 
ing a career which spanned 72 years, Wright designed 
800 buildings, nearly 600 of which were residences. He 
sought to create beauty in everyday life, and what more 
fitting locale could there be to exercise that belief than 
the home? Houses were very special Commissions to 
Wright because of the ideas embodied there. His public 
architecture was similar in its style and social statement. 
Wright's designs covered an era of America’s develop- 
ment, yet have withstood current opinion and serious 
study. 


As much a philosopher as an architect, his vision, ideals, 
talent and productivity equally enchant and impress us. 
Wright did not simply design buildings of wood and 
stone or steel and glass. More than that he saw his pro- 
fession as a forum to test and espouse his own ideas 
about man, America, and design. Nature was both his 
inspiration and his mentor. The lesson learned was har- 
mony which, when applied, gave rise to architectural 
unity...marrying structure to site, inside to out, and the 
total design to the rituals and needs of the inhabitants. 
Walls were not seen as an obstruction to the outdoors, 
but as a bond between interior and exterior. In devel- 
oping this collection, we have taken inspiration from 
varied examples of Frank Lloyd Wright's work in differ- 


ent mediums. 


Exploring the work of Frank Lloyd Wright always brings 
new discoveries. The archives at Taliesin West, Wright's 
winter headquarters in Scottsdale, Arizona, have in- 
spired the collection shown here. The wallcoverings, 
borders, print and woven fabrics, custom area rugs, and 
sheer window panels represent adaptations of just a few 
of the many details exhibited in the work of this prolific 
architect. From his fertile mind sprang a body of work 
voluminous in quantity and unsurpassed in quality. 
To be sure, there are patterns that will prompt a fa- 
miliar knowing nod. Others will delight you with their 


freshness. 


Categories used as references are as numerous as the 
examples within each: original fabrics, sketches, eleva- 
tions, stained glass windows, even the “Imperial Pea- 
cock” rug created for the lobby of the famed Imperial 


Hotel in Tokyo. 
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Patterns include the “textile block” motif that Wright 
developed as a structural system of reinforced pre-cast 
hollow concrete blocks. These textile blocks were made 
from pattern molds of his own design. The Ennis Block 
wallcovering and print fabric, so named for the Mayan- 
inspired Charles Ennis House (1924), reflects the most 
monumental example of this technique, while the Storer 
House Matelassé has recreated the 3-dimensional look 
of the textile block design of the Storer House (1923). 
These intricate geometric designs for fabrics and for wall- 


covering create an impressive look for today’s interiors. 


Other patterns are adaptations of Wright's stained glass 
window designs employing a printing technique known 
as “burn-out/’ which creates an obvious pattern on an 


all-white cloth. 


The clarion call of nature’s harmony that Wright heard 
throughout his life is apparent in both color and motif. 
The colorations presented here emulate those of the 


Southwestern desert-scape...warm, rich, and “organic” 
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to use Wright's own word. He spent nearly 50 years at 
Taliesin West, yet never tired of the desert’s strength 
and beauty. Wright’s own strength and sense of beauty 
are finally here for all to enjoy. 


Not only was Wright an unequalled innovator in de- 
veloping a new style of architecture, his theories of 
design extended to interiors as well. The Wright style 
aimed toward the physical organization of a new, com- 
plete and wholly integrated environment. “The reality 
of architecture,’ Wright declared, “was the space with- 
in.’ Furnishings, like ornamentation, were conceived as 
part of the organic whole. Following this pioneering 
spirit of total design, the new Schumacher collection 
will provide wallcoverings and borders, print and woven 
fabrics, as well as rugs—all 
conceived to work together to 
form a harmonious atmo- 
sphere in the creative hands of 
today’s designers.
